The  physi- 
cians who  came  to  Michael  Reese  Hospital  to  observe 
found  the  patient  not  only  was  still  alive  but  gaming. 

The  woman.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Mae  Stevens.  23.  was  found 
m a South  Side  passageway  Thursday  morning  in  sub- 
zero weather.  When  her  temperature  was  taken  at 
hospital  It  was  64.  Medical  records  showed  no  human 
with  a temperature  that  low  had  ever  survived. 

But  today  the  young  woman's  temperature  hovered 
around  100.  Her  pulse,  respiration  and  blood  pressure 
were  in  a normal  range. 

She  remained  on  the  critical  list.  Doctors  aaid  it 
probably  will  be  four  or  five  days  before  they  can  deter- 
mine if  she  will  live  and  escape  amputation  of  at  least 
tome  of  her  limbs.

Building  with  borrowed  money.  ll»e 
cost  comes  double;  regardless  of  the  .state 
of  the  national  economy.  w;hcther  Inflated 
or  not  at  the  time  of  construction  That 
nv'thoU.  more  than  anything  else,  has  led 
to  the  size  of  I he  present  municipal  debt  In 
British  Columbia  and  will  |>cipelilate  it  in 
the  same  fashion,  short  of  the  Initiation  of 
a system  of  absorbed  depreciation  and  the 
rrcation  gradually  of  building  reserves.  The 
Municipal  Act  as  at  present  written  makes 
such  altcrnalives  imiKXssible,  and  llmiU 
rivic  taxation  to  current  operating  outlay 
virtually  to  the  exclusion  of  capital  replace- 
ments out  of  revcfvue. 

In  view'  of  that  it  Is  |)crhups  idle  to  sug
